The Navy and Flanders. 


It is manifest that the Allies are now 
engaged in a tremendous effort to end the 
war—or, at least, to put the result beyond 
any doubt—before the approach of winter. 
Our own advance at Ypres and Lens, 
France's splendid coup at Verdun, and the 
Italian attack on a ‘thirty-mile front re- 
presentthe most intense and most purpose- 
ful fighting since the war began. In these 
circumstances it is not surprising that 
many people—serious people, not alarm- 
ists or mere theorists—are beginning to 
ask whether ail the resources of the Allies 
are being thrown into the conflict, whether 
it is not possible for them to strike even

If the proposed operation promises such 
precious advantages, and if our naval and 


the enterprise, in the spirit of “ Fain 
would I climb but that I fear to fall '— 
because, in fact, it is not confident 
that public opinion would “see it 
through.” A maintained assault on 
land forte by capital ships in sub- 
marine-infested waters could hardly 
fail to be an expensive operation. The 
Germans would fight desperately and 
recklessly to prevent us from winning that 
base in Flanders which, in the words of 
the Vossische Zeitung, “ would enable Eng- 
land to annihilate with her air squadrons 
the whole of our industrial br sin, and to 
drive Germany completely from the seas.” 
The Spectator thinks that recent events 
have tended to discourage our statesmen 
from assuming responsibility, The Cabinet 
has been made a scapegoat for the blunders 
revealed in the reports of the Dardanelles 
and Mesopotamian Commissions. It may 
be unwilling to sanction another adventure 
that would involve high risks. It may be 
tempted to give a sort of grudging consent 
to bold proposals by its naval and mili- 
tary advisers, hinting to them its own want. 
of faith in the chances of success. It 
would be a calamity if an effective blow 
were left unstruck because the Govern- 
ment’s arm was nerveless. It would be a 
hardly smaller calamity if the Navy and 
Army should receive from the Government 
only a half-hearted consent for such a 
blow. We shall win the war only by a 
policy of complete confidence and co- 
operation between the British Govern- 
ment, the British Navy and Army, and 
the British public. The Spectator urges 
the British public to give the Government, 
in this critical stage of the war, “a man- 
date of boldness.” If a great risk is to 


| be ran for the sake of a great gain, the 


Government must be well assured that the 
country will support it; our admirals and 
generals must know that the nation is 
behind them to a man; the public must 
know that the Government's resolution 
will not be daunted by military losses or 
inevitable delays. If we accept the 
Spectator's premisses, we must agree that 
its argument and exhortation are sound. 
The immediate and magnificent results of 
a successful attack on Ostend and Zee- 
brugge are too obvious for discussion. 
We do not pretend to know whether such 
an achievement is practicable at a cost 
that our Navy and Army could afford. We 
do not know the grounds for the Spectator’s | 
confidence that our naval and military 
authorities believe that such an attack 
should be made and are anxious to make it. 
If; however, aftef preparation and de- 
liberation which have ruled out all possi- 
bilities of such tragic blunders as we com- 
mitted in Gallipoli and Mesopotamia, 
these experts advise the Government to 
undertake the combined operation, the 
Government should accept full responsi- 
bility for it. The capture of the Belgian 
coast defences might end the war in the 
present year. It is probable, at any rate, 
that a British attack in strength on Zee- 
brugge and Ostend would force the Ger- 
man Fleet to emerge from the shelter of 
the Kiel Canal. 


A Greek Patriot. 


The far-seeing faculties of M. Venezelos, 
the Greek Premier, were never better re- 
vealed than in those incidents of diplo- 
macy which have been made public during 
the past few days. As the Greek Govern- 
ment’s White Book shows, the Kaiser con- 
cluded the secret alliance with Turkey, his 
friend. and protégé, on August 4th, 1914. 
Turkey came into the struggle as an active 
participant in November of the same year. 
M. Venezelos has just laid before the 
Bureau of the Greek Chamber a letter 
which he addressed to King Constantine in 
August, 1914. It announced his resignation 
of office, and was a criticism, deferentially 
expressed, of course, of the King’s reasons 
for refusing to declare war on Turkey. 
The Premier warned his Sovereign that 
Turkey, for a long time, had been waging 
a war against Greece which, however, had 
not been declared. A ferocious perseca- 
tion of the Greek elements in Turkey had 
been in progress, whereby a quarter of a 
million Greeks had been driven from 
Turkey, and property had been confiscated 
to the amount of £26,000,000. M. Vene- 
zelos foretold that, with the unlimited sup- 
port which Turkey now had from Ger- 
many, that persecution would be greater. 
He urged that Greece, with the powerful 
aid of England and France, should seize 
the opportunity of putting herself in a 
state of war with Turkey, to prevent 
further crimes, to avenge previous wrongs, 
and on the general basis of expediency. 
He insisted that a neglected opportunity

The present 
prices fixed for Irish butter are stated to 
be causing dissatisfaction to Irish shippers 
in view of the fact that Danish butter is 
fetching up to 300s. per cwt. Inasmuch as 
Ireland is now. virtually the only country 
where any quantity of butter can be 
secured for the British market, it would 
assuredly be the height of folly were Lord 
Rhondda to fix prices with an eye solely 
to. the consumer in Great Britain, and 
thus, as it were, kill the goose that lays 
the golden egg. ~ The magnitude’ of the 
problem is shown by the fact that 
the imports of butter into the United 
Kingdom for 1915—the last year for which 
returns are available—were valued at over 
twenty-seven millions sterling. 


MILITARY FETE AT ALDERSHOT. 


The King and Queen, accompanied by Prin- 
cess Mary and enry, were present at 
the Military Féte héld at Aldershot on Satur- 
day afternoon, in aid of military charities. The 
huge arena was formed by grand stands and 
military wagons, thousands of spectators filling 
the enclosure. A notable feature of the pro- 
gramme, which attracted special notice from 
the Queen, was the baby show of the children 
of soldiers. The King evinced practical in- 
terest in the garden produce show by soldiers 
cultivating allotments in their spare time, His 
Majesty sending a collection of choiée fruit and 
vegetables from Windsor Castle. The after- 
noon’s entertainment included a football match, 
a display of physical training, a relay race by 
teams of all ranks, wrestling on horseback, a 
blindfold drill competition and exhibition, and 
an exhibition of needlework and knitted work 
by wounded soldiers.

COMPENSATION TO BE MADE TO 
NEXT-OF-KIN, 

The recent issue of the announcement that, in 
future, seamen's effects are insured free of 
premiygm, and that compensation will be re- 
coverable from the Government with respect to 
the loss of same, recalls the persistent efforis 
of the Mercantile Marine Service Association, 
who, by direct representations to the Board of 
Trade and by questions put in the House of 
Commons, have impressed upon the Government 
for a long time the justice of recouping, in part, 
if not in whole, the losses so sustained. Since 
the issue of the Board of Trade announcement 
the question has been raised as to whether 
such compensation would be payable to a man’s 
relatives in the event of loss of life also, and 
the Secretary of the Mercantile Marine Service 
Association approached the Board of Trade, lay- 
ing this aspect of the case before them.

In addressing. the Commissioners on the day 
of their appointment (12th June), the Prime 
Minister stated that the Government did not 
propose to await the presentation of their 
reports before taking action on the food ques- 
tion. The Food Controller has now formulated 
a definite scheme for the reduction of prices, 
the stoppage of profiteering, and the regulation 
of the distribution of essential foods; and this 
scheme is on the point of being put into 
operation.

sioners drew attention) of the discrepancy be- 
tween the earnings of skilled time-workers and 
unskilled piece-workers. At the same time, the 
Act gives power to make awards binding on all 
in the trade concerned. A Committee of 
trade unionists is in course of appointment, and 
will advise the Minister of Munitions on indus- 
trial questions. 

OPERATION OF THE MILITARY SERVICE 

ACTS. 


The position has been changed by the trans- 
ference of recruiting to a civilian department ; 
this change gives an opportunity for a eompre- 
hensive review of the recruiting system, and the 
Commissioners’ reports should prove a valuable 
index to the points where friction has arisen in 


the past. 
HOUSING. 

A far-reaching scheme of housing after the 
war is being wndertaken by the Local Govern- 
ment Board through the local authorities. It 
is hoped that immediate action may be possible 
in certain areas indicated by the Commissioners, 
where the housing problem is acute. 

LIQUOR RESTRICTIONS. 

Whilst the Commissioners were sitting an in- 

crease of one-third in the available supplies of

AGRICULTURAL WAGES. 

The Corn Production Bill, which provides for 
& minimum weekly wage of 25s., has received 
the Royal Assent. The Commission for the 
South-West Division reported that in some 
parts of that division agricultural wages were 
as low ag 18s. to 20s. a week, with a garden 
plot. In fixing the minimum at 256. a week, 
the Government have followed the seansatens. 
dation made on the subject by the Commis- 
sioners. ' 

WORKMEN'S COMPENSATION. 

The Workmen's Compensation (War Addi. 
tion) Bill was introd in consequence of re- 
presentations made by certain of the Commis- 
sioners that the maximum of £1 payable under 
the Acts previously in foree was now inade- 
quate. It was pointed out, however, that a 
mere increase of the maximum would not assist 
the class most in need of an increase—viz., 
those whose earnings were below £2 a week— 
and who, therefore, were not eligible to receive 
the maximum of £1 compensation. Accord- 
ingly, provision was made for an addition. to 
each weekly payment of compensation to a 
sum equa] to one-fourth of the amount hither- 
to payable. The bill has now received the 
Royal Assent. 

DELAYS IN GRANTING PENSIONS. 

The Naval and Military Pensions (Transfer 
of Powers) Act has now received the Royal 
Assent, and the Army Council have issued in- 
structions which will prevent the relegation of 
men to Class W rve, without either Army 
pay or pension. The reclassification of these 
men is proceeding rapidly and satiefactorily. 

SEAMEN’S COMPENSATION. 

The Commissions for Scotland. and- Wales 
both drew attention to the hardships imposed 
upon seamen who lose their kite through their 
vessel being torpedoed or mined, ag well as 
to the injustice oecasioned by delays in pay- 
ment of compensation, and the fact that the 
compensation scheme applied aply to transports 
and Government chartered vessels. Further. 
the non-payment of wages to ship-wrecked sea- 
men from the date of the sinking of their 
vessel to the date of the landing in this country 
was pointed out in the reports, These well. 
founded grievances of a class to whom the com- 
munity owes much have now been lar ely 
remedied. Officers and men of al) British ips 
are now placed in the game position as those 
whose ships are on Government service and 
sccordingly the effecta of all masters, officers 
and men are, now held covered againet war 
risks without payment of premium.

The Greek Minister in Berlin had 
been hypnotised by the Kaiser and his 
Chancellor. It was he who may have con- 
veyed the suggestion that Greece might be 
rewarded at the expense of Serbia—to 
whom Greece was bound by a sacred 
treaty, There was intrigue all round, 
and the one great figure in this 
sordid story is that of the Greek 
Premier.

The consequence of this bold maneuvre was 
the capture of Monte Santo. 

e troops of the Army are now continuing 
their advance towards the eastern border of 
the Bainisizza plateau, hotly pursuing the 
enemy, who is making a most violent resistance, 
with large parties of machine gunners and light 
artillery. ; 

On the Oarso the baitle yesterday temporarily 
came to a standstill, Our small advanced forces 
rectified and consolidated the positions captured, 
and the enemy's attempt counter-attacks 
failed under our fire. 

The prisoners so far sent to the concentration 
camps amounts? to more than 600 officers and 
23,000 men. The number of guns captured has 
risen to 75, including two 305 millimetre mortars 
and many guns of medium calibre. 

We have also taken a great number of horses

TRIAL OF SUKHOMLEINOFY. 


A Petsograd telegram states that at the trial 
of General Sukhomilinoff, General Yanush- 
kevitch, formerly Chief of the General Staff of 
the Commander-m-Chief, gave a graphic descrip- 
tion of the terrible position of the Russian Army 
when it suddenly found itself almost completely 
withont either shells or rifies.. Urgent demands 
for shells came flying in to Headquarters by 
the hundred, and the latter, in its turn, presse 
General Sukhomlinoff to increase the output of 
munitions, and to utilise private factories for 
the manufacture of projectiles. But the then 
Minister of War replied to all telegrams simply 
with reassuring promises, without doing amy- 
thing to meet. the situation, or to put an end 
to its terrible consequences. Soldiers perished 
im masses, and in view of the utter physical 
impossibility of resisting the enemy, fled into 
the inferior of the country. Knowing that the 
Russians had nothing with which to reply, the 
Germans frequently brought their guns close up 
ta the Russian positions, and bombarded them 
at close range, working terrible havoe in the 
Rassian ranks. 


RUSSIAN NEWSPAPER’S 


SENSATION. 


The Times Correspondent in the Balkan 
Peninsula, writing from Odessa on August 23rd, 
says :—One! of the principal newspapers here, 
under Jewish control, has ea a sensation by 
publishing a soi-disunt wireless telegram from 
the German General Staff giving the supposed 
details of an overwhelming German victory in 
Flanders.

BRYAN MAHON, 


Sunshine was the one thing lacking in the 
Japanese Carnival held on Saturday in the 
People’s Park, Kingstown. It had been so 
well organised and was made so attracti © tl ot, 
notwithstanding the overcast and uncertiun sy, 
the féte was a great success. Held in aid of 
the Kingstown War Hospital Supply Dépdt at 
Crosthwaite Park, the object in view was a sufli- 
cient yaducement to public support, but the 
committee left little undone to make the car- 
nival attractive and enjoyable. The amuse- 
ments provided catered for every taste, and 
young wad old found full and varied entertain- 
ment for a long afternoon and evening. There 
were music, sports, swings and hobby horses, 
gumes of chance, varied ventures with fortune, 
things to buy, many of them-made by wounded 
soldiers; things to see and to admire, vocal and 
instrumental concerts, and ample provision of 
light refreshments. And all was enhanced by 
being lent ‘ae scenic charm of taking place im 
a Japanese pleasure garden. Ladies in kimonas 
attended the stalls and tea house, and all 
about the grounds were bright contrasts in 
Japanese colouring—decorations of artificial 
blossoms in abundance 6ufficient to make a gay 
and festive setting for the pleased and pleasant 
gathering which filled the park. General Sir 
Bryan Mahon opened the carnival. He was 
received by the principa] members of the Com- 
mittee—Mr. G. B. Garvey, Chairman; Miss 
Mills, Registrar; Mrs. Tittle Hamilton, Hon, 
Treasurer; Miss Harmon, Hon. Secretary, and 
Mrs. Maurice Tandy, manageress of the dépét. 

Mr. Garvey introduced Sir Bryan Mahon to 
the assemblage, and said that his presence 
showed what an interest he took in the work 
in which the ladies of the dépét had been en- 
gaged. Ho expressed their gratitude to him for 
coming to open their féte. He also thanked the 
Chairman and members of the Urban Council 
for giving them the use of the park, and helping 
them in the good work for which the jéte had 
been organised. (Applause.) 

General Sir Bryan Mahon then declared the 
carnival open, and said that it was a great 

leasure to him to see them on that day and 
— the opportunity of thanking the members 
of the dépét for the work that they had done 
and were continuing to do to help on their 
eoldiers to victary in this war. This dépét had 
only been in existence for five months, and eo far 
it had turned out twenty thousand articles which 
had been sent to various hospitals abroad. That 
was & most creditable result.

SOME IRISH RECORDS. 


Captain and Bt Major (A./Lt.-Col.) Alfred 
Durham Murphy, M.C., Leinster Regiment, who 
had been awarded the Distinguisned Service 
Order, received this distinction for conspicuous 
gallantry and devotion to duty. | With great pre- 
sence of mind, he moved up troops to fill a gap 
which he had discovered by means of a personal 
reconnaissance, between his unit and the next 
division, afterwards’ handling his battalion with 
exceptional skill and personally selecting the 
best positions under heavy fire. His reports 
were invaluable and accurate, clearing up an 
obscure situation, and he has on all other oc- 
casions set a splendid example of fearlessness 
and ability. 

A Bar to the Military. Cross has been awarded 
to the undermentioned officers — 

T./Lt. Adrian Hubert Graves, M.C., M.G. 
Corps—For conspicuous gallantry and devotion 
to duty in commanding his guns with great 
ability in a critical situation. Finding his ob- 
jective untenable owing to heavy fire, he moved 
forward to the front line, where he remained in 
action for forty-eight hours without relief. Al- 
though wounded in two places, he displayed a 
fine example of cheerfulness and endurance. 

T./Capt. Ernest Harrison Griffin, M.C., M.D., 
R.A.M.C.—For conspicuous gallantry and de- 
votion to duty. He showed the greatest gal- 
lantry in rescuing wounded men by night from 
“ No Man’s Land,” where they had lain since 
dawn. He worked for four hours under heavy 
and continued shell fire, directing the bearers, 
encouraging and personally assisting the 
wounded, thereby enabling a large number of 
men to get back into our lines. Whilst thus 
employed, he went through the enemy's wire to 
within sixty yards of his position. His work 
has been excellent since he came out in 1914. 

T./2nd Lt. John Francis Hagarty, M.C., 
R.F.A.—For conspicuous gallantry and devotion 
to duty in extinguishing a fire in his battery 
position during a heavy barrage which had 
ignited an ammunition dump. . He was aided by 
another officer, and their joint efforts un- 
douhtedly averted a serious explosion. He was 
severely wounded in the operation. 

Capt. (A./Maj.) Eric Moore, M.C., R.E., Spec. 
Res.—For conspicuous gallantry and devotion 
to duty in laying out our line under shell -fire 
and organising its consolidation with complete 
success.

IRELAND’S CHANCES AT THE 
PEACE CONFERENCE. 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 

ENNIS, Satvurpayr. 


Yesterday your correspondent had a 
chat with Mr. Lynch M.P. in the course 
of which he said that there never was @ time 
in which the outlook of the war and the 
external situation generally were more difficult 
to forecast. The submarime plan of attack has 
done enormons damage, yet pod ges has failed 
to effect what the Germans had hoped. The 
German military party had promised the Ger- 
man people that England would be rendered 
incapable by August. August has now nearly 
passed, and the sitmation, even with regard 
to food, was better than at the corresponding 
period last year, The issue of the war would 
probably depend ou who could win the race 
for the rapid construction of powerful aero- 
planes. 

Bpeaking of Dominion Home Rule, he said 
that he thought that that medel could be 
adapted to meet the conditions of Ireland, and 
would give a policy which would satisfy the 
aspirations of ail except the most extreme. As 
opposed to that policy, he saw nothing except 
what was likely to léad to rebellion, and re- 
bellion at this time would mean nothing but 
abortive and unsucceasfu] rebellion. An un- 
succeseful rebellion meant disaster and ruin 
and a whole series of miseries which would 
throw Ireland back fcr a generation, and for 
which he could see no counter-balancing account 
on the other side. Ireland was more prosperous 
now than for a century, and everything should 
be done to maintain that situation of strength, 
and to build it up as far as possible. Every 
encouragement should bé given to the estab- 
lishment of new industries in Ireland, now that 
American capital has become interested in 
this country, ase shown by Mr. Ford in Cork. 
Rebellion at the present moment would mean 
an unsettlement of all that, and men who 
had a real etake in the coumtry should be very 
careful how they may be carried away by move- 
ments which might be attractive, which 
might appeal even to their own aspirations, 
but in which the questions of ways and means 

ace with enthusiasm. 

Asked as to fis views on the Peace Confer- 
ence, Mr. Lynch eaid Ireland had everything 
to gain by making her claim before the world, 
a showing how strong and permanent was 
her desire to have self-government. At the 
same time, rebellion, if repressed, would not 
be advantageous to Ireland in her claima to 
other Powers to take up her cause. Ireland's 
claim would be better listened to if it were 
presented by the nation through chosen re- 

resentatives, and in quch a way that it would 

6 far nearer unanimity than a state of 
affairs following a disastrous rebellion. While 
he believed that Ireland was porfectly justified 
ia demanding a place at the Peace Conference 
and in setting her claims before the world, 
they should remember that it was in the 
power of fereign countries to admit or refect 
that claim. Now, which one of these countries, 
which would be in the first place occupied or 
absorbed by the necessity for presenting ite 
own intereste, would have great energy avail- 
able for taking up the cause of Ireland? 
Therefore, although he encouraged the idea of 
the Peace Conference, he did not care to look 
forward to it as the one hope of success. 
Finally, they should remember that of all 
the foreign countries likely to take an interest 
in Ireland the greatest and most friendly waa 
that of the United States. The States had 
now taken their stand on the side of the 
Allies, und, as war heated national feelings a 
hundredfold, they have an intense feeling of 
comradeship for all those who helped their 
cause, which was identical with that of the 
Allies, in this tremendous and deeisive war, 
so there would be nothing but a bitter feelin 
in America for those who hindered or tried 
to thwart them. That should warn everyone 
in Ireland to avoid mixing up pro-Germaniem 
with nationality, for p ermaniem has 
nothing whatever to do with Irish nationality,

BRITAIN AND RUMANIA, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—A yedr ago from Monday, the 27th 
August, Rumania entered the war in order to 
liberate the three and & half million Rumanians 
of Austria-Hungary, who have been the victims 
of, perhaps, the most iniquitous oppression that 
the last fifty yeurs of European history have 
known. Years of negotiation with the Ventral 
Powers had failed to secure for the Rumanians 
of Austri.-Hungary any alleviation of their lot. 
Promises were mace, ogly to be broken; pledges 
given, only to be disregarded, until at last, 
when diplomacy had failed, there was no course 
left but to draw the sword. The Kumanian 
Armies crossed the Carpathians, but a month 
of brilliant success was followed by disaster 
after disaster. Partly owing to mulitary in- 
experience, but fir more w political and 
Strategic reasons over which she had no con- 
trol, kumania had to submit to the humiliation 
of ‘retrest and to the evacuation of two-thirds 
of her territory. Undismayed, the Government, 
army, and nation have continued the struggle. 
The fighting forces of the country have been 
re-organisead and their spirit is unfaltering. 
Once sigain, last month, they renewed the 
offensive. Once again, unfortunately, events 
abroad have robbed the Rumanian Armies of 
the prospect of success, and now the country 
is threaténed with complete occupation by the 
enemy. The moment is & critical one. The 
Rumanian Armies are fighting most gallantly 
«nd tenaciously against a foe, ably led and of 
superior equipment. The Rumanian King and 
Government are determined to leave their 
country rather than yield to any suggestion of 
& dishonourable peace. During the past three 
months the Rumanian Parliament, with the 
cordisl approval of the King, has come into 
line with Western democracy by enicting far- 
reaching electoral and agrarian reforms, guar- 
anteé¢ing slso equal: rights for the hitherto un- 
assimilated Jewish element of the population. 
Relations between Rumania and the British 
Empire have hitherto been scanty and spasmodic. 
largely owing to mutual ignorance and indiffer- 
ence. We believe that this hour of crisis offers 
a fruitful opportunity to give the official Anglo- 
Rumanian Ajlisnce a broader basis of per- 
manent, cotdial relations between the two 
peoples, who are inspired by a common demo- 
cratic purpose. From such « beginning we look 
forward with confidence to a future of in- 
telleetual, social, economic, and political co- 
operstion. Already other members of the 
Alliance, notably France and the United States. 
have been working towards the goal, and it is 
time for the British people to realise the 
importance of a permanent politica) alliance 
with Rumania, 
Though far removed from the Rumanians 
Cain ass and by reasons of language and 
istory, we «re one with them to-day in the 
determination to secure for al] nations the free 
choice of their own destiny. The Allies have 
publicly pledgéd themselves to the ful! libera- 
tion and restoration of the Rumanizn people, 
We wish on this solemn occasion to offer to 
our Rumanian Ally this tribute of admiration, 
symp.thy, and warm encouragement in the 
fiery ordeal] ghe is enduring in pursuance of her 
noble aims.

THE EDUCATION GRANT AND LARGE 
SCHOOLS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—The regulations that are to govern the 
allocation of the supplementary estimate of 
£384,000 a year for Irigh national education 
must give effect to the Chief Secretary a state- 
ment in the House of Commons on the intro- 
duction of the estimate. Portion of this grant 
is to be spent in giving to the principal teachers 
of large schools a supplemental salary of from 
£30 to £50 a year, and, if Mr. Duke's definition 


of £12,900 in the present year out of the grant, 
and after four years a saving of over £21,000 a 
year. Mr. Duke's definition of a large school 
on the occasion was very definite. His words, 
taken from the official report of his speech, 
Page 781, are:—‘‘ When officers of the Beard of 
Education or the National Board speak of 6 
large school, I find that they mean a school of 
140 children, which is entitled to three 
teachers.’’ 

No definition of a large school could be plainer 
than this, and it is almost identical with the 
one given by the Commissionérs in their rules 
and regulations. The Commissioners igsue three 
programmes of instruction for the 8,200 eschow!s 
in their charge—one “for schools under one 
teacher,”’ another “for schools under two 
teachers, and a third “ for schools under three 
or more teachers.” The average attendance for 
a school entitled to three teachers varies from 
95 to 139 pupils, so that the Commissioners 
speak of all schools entitled to three teachers 
as “large school,” and in Ireland not only are 
they large, but very large, schools: The Chief 
Secretary, however, defines a large school as “a 
school of 140 children, which is entitled to three 
teachers.” Now, the only echool of 140 children 
which is entitled to three teachers is the scheol 
of 140 children on the rolls, whose average 
attendance is at least Ó5, and the principal 
teacher of euch a school is entitled, according 


by the House of Commons, to a supplemental 
salary of from £30 to £50 a year out ef the 
new grant. 

It will then be a surprise to the manacere and 
teachers of schoola of 140 children, whieh are 
entitled to three teachers, te learn that, rot- 
withstanding the Chief Secretary's statement, 
the Commissioners of National Education pro- 

ge to confine the supplementary salary to 
principal teachers of schools with an averago 
attendance of at least 140 pupils. If the Com- 
missionera submit this new reculation to the 
Treasury for sanction, they will have modified 
the Chief Secretary’g statement in the House 
of Commons, as a heal with an average of at 
least 140 pupils is, according to their rules. 
entitled to four teachers; they will have acted 
contrary to their own definition of a large 
school; and last, but not least. they will save 
this year for the Treasury £12,900. at the ost 
of Irish education, by depriving the 430 prin- 
cipal teachers of three teachers’ echools of the 
supplemental salary of £30 a year. As this in- 
creases to £50 in four vears, the saving to the 
Treasury will then be £21,500 a year out of the 
rrant from that time forward. Is this legal?

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IRISH RAILWAYMEN’S 
GRIEVANCES. 


DEMAND FOR INCREASED BONUS, 

For some weeks past the National Union of 
Railwaymen agitating the question 
of an increase in the war bonus given to the 
that body. Mr. Birming- 


ham, the organiser of the insh branch, stated 
on Saturday to a representative of this paper 
that the chief bone of contention with the 
Irish railway workers is the differentiation 
shown by the Government and its agents as 
between the British and Irish sections. '' Settle- 
ments are continually being arrived at in Great 
Britain,” he said, ‘“‘ but the men in Ireland 
have to wait for weeks, sometimes months, be- 
tore negotiations are commenced on their be 
half. Even then the amount granted here is 
always diferent from that which given in 
Great Britain. We have received resolutions 
from members of our union ail over Ireland 
demanding that the arrears of 3s. a week shall 
be added to the present bonus, which is 12s. a 
week, and that the full amount of 15s. shall be 
converted into wages. ‘That is their case, pure 
and simple. H this 5s. bo ranted, as Í 
no doubt it will be, it will bring the Irish rail- 
way workers to a level, so far as war wages 
are concerned, with their fellow-workers in 
Great Britain. It is not possible for me to say 
what the men will do if their demands are not 
conceded. They will have an opportunity of ex- 
pressing their own views at the meeting which 
they will hold to-morrow (Sunday).”’

Mr. Thomas, it is stated, 
will press that the mereased bonus shall rank 
as permanent wages, and that overtime and 
Sunday work shall be paid for on that basis.. 


MEETING OF THE MEN. 

A meeting of railwaymen of Dublin, Bray, 
and Kingstown was held yesterday in the 
Trades Hall, Capel street, Dublin, for the pur- 

ose of discussing the situation. There was a 
arge attendance. 

r. Thomas Boyle, President of the Dublin 
Trades Council, presided, 

Letters and telegrams were received from 
branches in Cork, Hazlebatch, Ballybrophy, and 
Belfast conveying good wishes for the success 
of the meeting. 

On the motion of Mr. J. Manwieler, seconded 
by Mr. R. Hennessy, a resolution was passed 
demanding that the war bohus in Ireland be 
immediately raised to the amount given by the 
Government to the men in Great Britain; that 
the balance of ós. per week due to the men in 
Ireland ‘be paid as from the date of the British 
agreement; that the total sum be converted into 
wages as from August lst, 1917, and that 
all future agreements arrived at between the 
N.U.R. and the Government a agents shall im- 
mediately apply to Ireland. 

Mr. William Venard, Portadown, proposed a 
resolution expressing condemnation of the 
Great Northern Railway Company (Ireland) in 
compelling its men, who, on account of age, are 
on the eve of retiring, to undergo medical 
examination. The resolution also protested 
against ' the growing practice of dismissing 
men upon reports from officers, and demanding 
that the officials of the union shall be allowed 
to have inquiry inte all such cases, and 
that the Government request the railway ¢com- 
panies to recognise the trade union in all 
matters.”’ He said it took a great war to 
wake up the Irieh railwaymen, His idea wae 
that some of the officials of the Great 
Northern Railway were not happy unless they 
had some trouble Llways on hand.

Madame Markievicz said that they must sac- 
rifice their time and energies to the sacred

Mr. de Valera said that it was a common 
slur of their opponents to say that Sinn 
Feiners had no policy; but a chess player 
would not be asked, when he began to pity, 
to tell every move in the game before he had 
finished. Stnn Feinera had a definite policy, 
and the people of [Ireland were determined to 
make it a success. That was to make Lnglish 
rule sbsolutely mrpossible in Ireland and 
to clear out the English, bag and baggage.

We say we are safer in 
going to the Peace Cenference than in trusting 
Asquith and Lloyd George. Mr. Dillow and 
some of our critics say that, if the present Con- 
vention fails, they will go to the Peace Con- 
ference.

last resort? Why give England time to fool 
you, if you believe you are going to get any- 
thing out of the Peace Conference?
